Among the laws promul- 
gated are those affecting the separa- 
tion of church and state, the responsi- 
bility of paternity, the civil status, ob- 
ligatory serviee, the suppression of the 
religious orrders and the secularization 
of education, It is well recognized 
that the monarehy appreciably com- 
prised the country's finances, The 
republic is endeavoring the reconsti- 
tule them by serupulous and intelli- 
gent management. The interest on 
the external debt will be paid prompt- 
ly, There is no intention to have re- 
course to frequent loans to emerge 
temporarily from difficulties."

Investigation at Ottawa 


GOES INTO HISTORY OF GRANT OF GOVERNMENT 
LANDS TO MANITOBA AND SOUTHEASTERN— 
MEMORY FAULTY ON CERTAIN POINTS. 


Ottawa May 19.—Continuing his 
testimony yesterday before the com- 
mittee appointed to Investigate grave 
charges affecting the official Integrity 
of Hon. Frank Olivor, minister of the 
Interior, R. E. Young, officer in chargo 
of Dominion swamp and railway lands 
rince 1801, traced the history of the 
tase since the first Important order-in- 
council, 1891, when the grant of 6,400 
acres per mile was given to the Mani- 
toba and Southeastern. These fands 
were to be east of the Red River and 
to be fairly fit for settloment, of which 
the minister was to be the sole Judge. 
The length of the railway was to be 
98 miles. 

Young read order-in-council passed 
in 4897 which renewed the grant, bul 
it was pointed out that owing to an ar- 
rangement with the Manitoba govern- 
ment, swamp lands could not be con- 
veyed to the railway, In 1901, the 
Manitoba and Southeastern was merg- 
ed with the C. N, R., and in 1907 an 
order-in-council was passed which 
empowered the railway to select the 
bulk of its land in Saskatchewan, 

The reason advanced was that owing 
to the amount of swamp lands in east- 
ern Manitoba, not more than 20,000 
acres was fit land, 

Young then produced a map to show 
the swainp lands in Manitoba, but Mr. 
Meighen pointed out that he was pro- 
ducing the map of 19414 to show that 
no lands were available to satisfy the 
demand for lands earned in 1900.

LOST FIVE DAYS IN A PACIFIC MIST WITHOUT ANY- 


THING TO EAT—FIND THEIR WAY FINALLY 


TO PRINCE RUPERT. A 


Prince Rupert, B. C., May 19.—On 
the verge of physical collapse, after 
being lost five days on the Pacifie 
and not tasting food during that time, 
with the exception of an oceasional 
bird shot down or a feed of clains dus 
out when the tide was low, six men, 
sea otter hunters, arrived here yester- 
day aflernoon, Their names are Joe 
Morrell, Sid Wombolt, Jack stewac', 
Bob Stewart, Tom Lenton and Fred 
Smith, ali of Vancouver, Seattle and 
Victoria, The men were eared for by 
Mayor Manson and given tickets to go 
south on the S.S. Prince Rupert this 
morning, 

On May 42th they left the sehooner 
Peschawa, Captain Balsom, near Banks 
Island, in Heeate Straits, in two boats 
lo prospect for sea otter, A heavy 
mist came down and they were unable 
to find their way back to the sehoon- 
er, They had no charts, only enough 
food for one meal and a little water. 
They paddled round till morning when 
they sighted land, which was Grief 
Point, on Banks Island. They saw no 
sign of the schooner Peshawa. They 
followed round the west coast of the 
island till, they: reached Kitkatla, an 
Indian settlement on MeGaulay Island. 


There were no white men there. The 
Indian chief could not understand 
them, but direeted them to Claxton, 


the nearest point of civilization at the 
mouth of the Skeena, 

The men took the wrong passage 
and found themselves on Porcher Isl- 
and, which was uninhabited, Fatigued,

Prehistoric 
Chamber of 
Rock Found 


Prospectors Discover Subterranean 
Room Cut Thousands of Years Ago 
in Solid Rock Near Sheep Creek— 
Skilled Workmanship. 


In the side of a mountain near the 
Sheep Creek gold) mining camp, 25 
miles south of Nelson, B. C., prospee- 
tors report the discovery of a stranze 
subterranean chamber reeently, whieh 
Was undoubtedly carved out or the 
solid rock by some prehistoric race 
of people, maybe ten thousand years 
ago, 

Probably 385 feet square, the walls 
of this stone room are perfectly 
plumb, and its ceiling and floors are 
level. A wide passage probably 25 
feet long, leads into it. The dome of 
this passage is arched, and it appears 
to have been wrought with practiced 
hands. 

From the centre of the ceiling of the 
square ehiunber, a shaft had been 
hewn at right angles with the surface 
of the ceiling. This shaft was maybe 
five feet spuare and it apparently had 
not been completed, In two of its sides 
had been chisled deep grooves,  ob- 
viously for the support ef wooden 
timbers that went to make the steps 
of a rude stairway.

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Oliver Takes 


The Defensive 
At Investigation 


The process of the Oliver investigation, so far as it has gone, 
shows very clearly that it is not the intention of the minister to 
offer-any explanation of where the money came from, but rather to 
go on the defensive and put it up to the investigation to discover 
whether or not he got the money from the Canadian Northern for 
switching the land grant of the Manitoba & Southeastern from the 
eastern part of Manitoba to the central plains of Saskatchewan. 


The position which Mr. Oliver takes is entirely of his own choos- 
ing. As a public man he owes it to the public to have no secrets 
from the public. If he chooses to place himself in the position where 
he admits by his actions that he has a secret which he defies the 
investigation to pry out of him, there are restrictions placed on the 
investigation which permit him to do so. 

But there is no constitutional reason why the electors are bound 
to continue their confidence in a minister who will not take the 
electors into his confidence. Confidence is reciprocal. The public 
has as much right to ask Mr. Oliver for an explanation of where he 
got the money as Mr. Oliver has to ask the electors for their votes. 


Council Following 
Court’s Decision 
In the Investigation 


When the friends of Commissioner Bouillon sought and secured 
an injunction restraining the council from dismissing a commission- 
er without an investigation, the Journal, which poses as the Bouillon 
organ on everything except gas) az loud in declaiming that the city 
council had now no option but to follow Judge Stuart’s dictum and 
hold an investigation at which charges should be laid against the 
commissioner and at which the commissioner should have an oppor- 
tunity to employ counsel to defend himself and to assist him in 
answering the charges. 

Judge Stuart intimated that the, parties to make these charges 
were the members of the council who believed that public interest 
would be best served by the dismissal of the commissioner in ques- 
tion, ca 
The Journal now veers from its original position and asks that 
the council call in a supreme court judge or name a commission 
entirely separate from the council to hear the charges, upon whose 
finding the commissioner would go or stay. 

The Journal’s position is impossible. 


The charter does not give any tribunal other than the council! coronation Day Procession Will Take 


power to discharge a commissioner. A judge of the supreme court 
has no power under the charter to even recommend that a commis- 
sioner be kept or dismissed. The council is the only body that has 
the power to investigate or to dismiss. If the council, in its process 
of investigation and its findings on the investigation, comes to a 
wrong conclusion, the members responsible for this wrongful con- 
clusion will be held answerable to the ratepayers. On this point 
both the Bulletin and the Journal have made emphatic declarations, 
and both publications have waved the danger signal at the council, 
warning the aldermen of what would happen to them at the next 
election. 

The members of the council who are promoting the investiga- 
tion are doing it exactly according to the lines described by the court 
and are willing to accept the responsibility of answering to the pub- 
lic for what they are doing. 

The difficulty with the Journal is that it does not understand 
the real meaning of Judge Stuart’s decision. The court did not 
intimate that the council had no power to dismiss a commissioner, 
nor suggest that it should call upon the supreme court to help the 
city get rid of its ten-thousand-dollar incubus. What Judge Stuart’s 
decision did mean was that the council had the power and the right 
to dismiss the commissioner if it had reason to do so, but before 
doing so it should establish the reason, and he gave the council an 
outline of how the reasons for so doing should be established. 

The council is following the court’s decision. The Journal, 
which was wildly enthusiastic in its pursuit of the injunction, is now 
in despair because the council is following the lines laid down in 
the judgment which went with the injunction, 


No Occasion for 
Aldermanic Anxiety 
Over Gas Agreement 


While it would not be fair to suggest that the anxiety shown by 
Alderman Lundy to get the International Heating and Lighting 
company’s franchise agreement through the council to the exclusion 
of all others is promoted by anything but public spirit, it is difficult 
to see on what grounds the alderman justifies his anxiety. 

The city of Edmonton will not suffer any terrible calamity if, 
Cyrus S. Eaton is compelled to spend a few days more in the city in! 
his still-hunt for a franchise. On the contrary, Mr. Eeatom is good 
company and those who know him best would be most regretful to: 
see him leave. | 

But there are other gas propositions before the city and not the 
least of these is a proposition to build for the city a municipal plant. 
Until the city finds out what this proposition amounts to it could 
not afford to be stampeded into a franchise agreement. 

The franchise which Alderman Lundy proposes to give away 
is something of real value. If the city can retain it, why should the 
city be in any hurry to give it away .And why should the city 
place in the hands of a franchise company the control of a utility 
which will come directly into competition with the city's electric | 
light and power enterprises? 

Alderman Lundy is on record as being of opinion that the rate- 
payers would not vote for a municipal plarit. If such is his opinion, | 
he should have no hesitation in supporting a bylaw to place the 
municipal project before the ratepayers. With such a bylaw de-| 
feated, the ground would be cleared for the granting of a franchise 
and Alderman Lundy’s judgment would be vindicated. 

Of course the result might prove that Alderman Lundy’s guess. 
was wron,g but under such circumstances Alderman Lundy would 
have been saved the strenuous and no doubt profitless chore of 
piloting the International agreement through the city council.

As the tax systems stand at the present time there is a floor 


space assessment in both Edmonton and Strathcona under which 
merchants pay not according to the value of their sites, but accord- 
ing to the number of square feet in the floor area of their places of 


business. 

The stores of Strathcona, having been built on the liberal and 
expansive lines on which stores catering to the agricultural trade 
usually are, present more floor space to the thousand dollars’ worth 
of goods by an normous proportion than do the stores on Jasper

To THE BUSINESS MEN OF EDMONTON AND VICINITY: 


The following article, No. 11, is a brief statement of the business of the Edmon- 


ton Portland Cement Co. as a manufacturing proposition. The facts speak for 


themselves. 


ARTICLE NUMBER ELEVEN 


Article No. 12, which will appear in all of the Edmonton 
daily papers tomorrow: concludes this series concerning the 
Edmonton Portland Cement Company. Thereafter a series 
of reports will appear from time to time setting forth the 
progress of the Company. 

The purpose of this article is to set forth the simplicity of 
the proposition with which the Edmonton Portland Cement 
Company has to deal. Manufacturing usually involves many 
complications and difficulties, with comparatively small profits 
as compared with the investment, the technical knowledge of 
the business required, and the risks involved. 


PORTLAND CEMENT MANUFACTURE COMPARED 
WITH OTHER INDUSTRIES 

Take for instance the manufacture of clothing: First the 
materials must be assembled and these themselves are manu- 
factured products—this means a great investment; then a 
large amount of skilled labor must be employed; then a great 
selling force must be maintained to dispose of the product 
against keen and well organized competition; and, finally the 
bills must be collected on an average of six months from the 
time the sales are made, eight or nine months from the time 
the goods are manufactured, and a year or more after the in- 
vestment is made in the raw materials. In an ultimate output 
of $100,000, at least $85,000 will have been previously invested 
in raw materials, labor, cost of selling and overhead expense, 
including plant depreciation. No one but an experienced 
manufacturer realizes the measure of possible grief that is 
contained in this little narrative. 

The processes of Portland Cement manufacture are so 
simple as to stand without parallel in the industrial world. 

There is first the initial plant investment, which in the 
case of the Edmonton Portland Cement Company will be 
about $630,000. All the buildings will be permanently built 
—of reinforced concrete construction. 


PERPETUAL SUPPLY OF MATERIALS 
AT FIVE CENTS PER BARREL 

There will be no investment in materials whatever except 
the investment included in the original organization of the 
Company. A portion of the stock has been set apart to pay 
for the property, including all the materials which the Com- 
pany will use in the next forty years, and including also the 
entire compensation of the directors for the next two years. 
And the stock set apart for this purpose amounts to JUST 
FIVE CENTS A BARREL on the materials which have al- 
ready been surveyed and NOTHING AT ALL for the ma- 
terials which have not yet been surveyed and which will be 
thrown in for good measure. In other words the Edmonton 
Portland Cement Company has bought the raw materials for 


an 


its operations for the next forty years) at 5 cents a barrel and 
paid for them in stock. The only other material used in the 
manufacture of Portland Cement besides the marl and clay, 
which have already been purchased, is Gypsum, and that costs 
only 134 cents per barrel. 


NO LABOR PROBLEM 
INVOLVED 
The labor problem in Portland Cement Manufacture is 
simple because the processes are simple. They are these: 
1. The marl and clay are each dried and ground separately. 
2. The ground marl and clay are then mixed in proper 
proportions and burned together in the great rotary 
kiln. The resulting clinker is then ground into Port- 
. land Cement. 

Only 130 men will be employed at the plant of the Edmon- 
ton Portland Cement Company and of these only FIVE will 
be skilled labor.

It will be seen that the total cash investment by the Edmonton 
Portland Cement Company in the manufacture of a barrel of 
Cement is 78 cents, 


NO SELLING FORCE 
REQUIRED 

No selling force will be required. ~The market is already 
right here and the demand for Portland Cement in the Edmon- 
ton district alone is 100,000 barrels per year, more than the 
capacity of the proposed new mill. The City of Edmonton 


needs 25,000 barrels of Portland Cement right today. A great 
deal of public work is waiting on it, and there is not a bag to be 
had in this city. In the City of Calgary, which has two Ce- 
ment Plants, 300 men are idle, because not a bag of Portland 
Cement can be had for work that is now under way.. Edmon- 
ton Portland Cement Company can sell its entire output at its 
mill door and at the market price, without the employment of 
a single selling agent. 

The market price of Portland Cement, in the Edmonton 
district is fixed by the cost of manufacture at Eastern mills 
plus freight rates to this market. The present price is about 
$3.12 per barrel, and it will never be less for the reason that 
the cost of manufacturing at other mills will increase with 
the growing difficulties in finding materials for Cement manu- 
facture. 

No appreciable credit is involved in selling Portland 
Cement.. It is sold by the mills only to large dealers and con- 
struction companies and strictly on sixty days. 


LOW COST OF CONSTRUCTION AND 
QUICK AND SURE RETURNS 


Now to put the foregoing facts together. The Edmonton 
Portland Cement Company can produce a hundred thousand 
barrels of Portland Cement upon an investment of $78,000 and 
sell its product immediately for $305,000 less a freight charge 
of $25,000. And if it should by any possibility need money for 
the operation of its business, it can warehouse its product and 
borrow $1.00 a barrel on the warehouse receipts. That is to 
say, the collateral value of its product will always be more than 
the cost of manufacture. But it will not be necessary for the 
Edmonton Portland Cement Company to borrow money for 
the reason that it will start business with an eight months’ 
working capital, and will be manufacturing a 60 day staple 
against a market which will always exceed the capacity of the 
mill.
